On p. 10 her answer 
about Oswald's return to the US is that "On several occasions he wrote in this 
regard but never received any replies and that<fe why he decided to make a trip 
to Moscow from Minsk." 

On p. !», re leaving N.O., Lee"did not come back with her. He remained in Hew 
Orleans ior another two weeks in hopass that he would find another job, and 
then h% came to Dallas". On p.‘ 19. when he got the TSBD job "he gave her his 
telephone number so than she could contact him in case she needed him. ... 
they got along beautifully and he called her every day.” On p. 22, Lee belonged 
to a hunting club in the USSR because it entitled him to free transportation out 
of . town, into the countryside and "Lee and his wife had a hunting gun but she 
said he never used it." She was unable to descrit/e this weapon or one he subsequently 
got in the US ("I cannot describe it because a rifle to me is like all rifles" ). 

She was shown a weapon (p. 23) and said "approximately the same length as you a re 
showing her; however t|Je stock was longer". Marina then is quoted as having slPid 
'it was a hump" of in parens "elevation". She refers to a scope but says she i^er 
looked through it. But until she had seen the rifle on TV "the other day she 
did not knovj- xxSixs that rifles with scopes existed." And she said of the riflT’e 
he had ( as she subsequently testified) "There was an elevation on the rifle but 
£here was no scope - no telescope." Asked when Lee first had a rifle (p.23) sh§ 
replied, after isss* translator asked questioned "Which rifle are ypu talking ab/but" 
She said that when they lived in Dallas the first time before going to New 
Orleans, she did nob see a rifle in the house in Dallas but she saw that rifle 
in New Qrleans and alsoiin Dallas when they came back from New 0rleans"(p. 24) 

She never saw him with a pistol and did not know him with one or with one in h is 
possession. She saw only one rifle "which always stood in the corner of the 
room in New Orleans." Of the rifle in the blanket (p.25) "The blanket lay 
in the sains position kxixxhx as before but the rifle was not there." On the 
occasion ^se looked inside the blanket, she saw the barrel of the gun. Repeated. 

Page 26 in one of her answers has her saying "Today is Sunday", apparently 11/24/63. 
FBI continuing interest in Lee (be. p.29) Oswald feared loss of job. He lostx 
a job (photo offset) after FBi checked with employer (p.31 - rough shadowing) 

In Irving 'F~~B.I inquired of neighbors - same technique, coming when no one home. 

Agent named Johnson or Thompson on visit when Marina was home, first/ when home 
(p/33). Ths second visit they spoke only to Mrs. Paine and Marina didn't see 
or speak to them. (p.33)This interesting paragrpah, which if accurate shows that 
Oswald did see this agents in 0 c tober or November 1963 (p.34)s "27th. or 28th. 
of October(ans to when FBI asked neighbors who lived in house, etc.). At the iane 
lees saw them for tne xirst time and three days prior to that when they came ffray 
iksxfi3X±x±XDt to see the neighbor, she, Mrs. Oswald, did not wee the FBI agents." 
Repetition to establish three FBI visits (34) Abrupt change after second confirma- 
tion to Lee'g attitude toward Cuba. She was asked about a "Cuban Sympathizers 
Organization" (35) of. which she knew nothing. Over several pages of questioning 
she said she was and is. pro-Castro herself. Very interesting than as of this time 
no one had dreamed up the fiction that Hidell rhymed with Fidel in Spanish., fo r 
here when she is asked about the name, it is spelled "Hydell" (38) Asked her oin- 
ion of whether Lee. shot JFK (x 43 ) , "Sfeejsaid that her own opinion, if le® shot - 
did any shooting, if he did,^ he would riot have been shooting at President Kenrtdy. 

She said I am sure oi that. Then she mentioned that from the press she noticed that 
he shot the policeman because he ran." next ans to, paraphrase; ; She is positive that 
if he did any shooting that he was not shooting at President Kennedy, but she 
is not sure, tnat^if he did any shooting, that he did not shoot at the Govemoa" 

There is here emphasis that Lee liked Kennedy as President "Was a good President" 

On her own (44)fcshe said it might seem strange to them that she was for both Castro 
and Kennedy and "she feels the loss of President Kennedy is a great loss not for 
the united States but for the whole world." She -wrote the USSR embassy seeking 

return to the USSR because she had one child, wa^ expecting, andther because Lee 
was unemployed and always lost jobs when he had them. l!, 'ith his £ ea th she wants 

to remain in US (44) 
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Although they were about to break it off because she had earlier complained 
of fatigue the transcript says "due to further information having been telepho ned 
irom Washington to Inspector XKelley, we have more questions to be asked Mrs/ 
Oswald. We will continue," (44) They they asked if Lee had had any connection with
